The sulvjoct of proper lighting for 
Havorford avenue, between Kssex and ! 
Narberth avenues, was discussed and 
gone into thoroughly. 

Mr. Gillis, of the Philadelphia Klectric 
Company, gave a short talk on this j 
subject and gave us some valuable in- [ 
formation on street lighting. 

At present we have three SO watt 
lights between Kssex and Narberth a ve- 
nues, which is not sufficient for this 
.section. 

Mr. Gillis proposed to have live 250 
watt lamps, which would give abund- 
ance of light and make llnvorford ave- 
nue look like :i real business thorough- 
fare. 

The Philadelphia Klectric Company 
will erect these lights without any cost 
to the borough. The only expense In 
Narberth will be for the additional 
amount of current consumed, which 
will cost about $KiS more llian 1he 
present system. ] 

In tin' near future one of these 250 j 
watt lamps will lie installed for trial : 
in place of the present SO watt light. ■ 
so as in show the effect of these new 
lights. 

Watch for this change, and then 
imagine what ITaverford avenue would 
look like if we had live similar ones 
lighted at the same time.

A Resolution. 

Whereas, During u recent emergency 
necessitating additional protection to 
life and property in the borough of 
Nnrborth, the Council of the borough 
appealed to the Commander and mem- 
bers of Harold Speakman 1'ost. Xo. :',r>(>, 
American Legion, for assistance; and 

Whereas, This appeal was met 
promptly and efficiently by the Com- 
mander and members of the aforesaid 
Post; and

fully and in accordance with the best 
interest of the borough and its citizens; 
now therefore be it

ii borough may grade, curb, pave or 
macadamize or otherwise improve any 
street or alley or part thereof or which 
may be in whole or in part boundaries 
thereof and provide for the necessary 
drainage thereof, and may also provide 
for the improvement of any street, road, 
lane or alley and any sections or parts 
thereof in length in the space between 
the curb, gutter or a c rail carriage-way 
line nii'l the property line either by an 
original work or iinpovomcnt thereon 
or by u change, repair, renewal or 
alteration in the said highway, curb, 
parking space or shade trees or by 
changing, altering, renewing, replant- 
ing, pruning or otherwise improving 
the same in anv or all of said particu- 
lars. 

Chapter VI, Article 7, Section !b Par. 
2-1 Ii: 

A borough may without petition, or 
upon petition verilied by affidavit of at 
least one of the petitioners, may grade, 
curb, gutter, pave, macadamize, or 
otherwise improve streets, lanes, and 
alleys or parts thereof and collect from 
the owners of real estate abutting on 
the improvement by an equal assess- 
ment on the foot front, the whole cost, 
or part thereof, including llie expenses 
for (he necessary drainage thereof, as 
follows, that is to say: 

Pur. 1. If the petition be for grad- 
ing, curbing, paving or macadamizing, 
mid is signed by petitioners represent- 
ing two-thirds in the number of feet, of 
property abutting on the proposed im- 
provement, and the real estate on both 
sides of the street is assessable, then 
two-thirds of the cost may be collected. 

Par. 2.. If the petition be for grad- 
ing, curbing, paving or macadamizing, 
and is signed by petitioners represent- 
ing two-thirds in the number of feet 
of property abutting on the proposed 
improvement and the real estate on 
one side only is assessable, the half 
of (he cost may be collected. 

Pur. '■'>. If the petition be for grad- 
ing, curbing, paving or macadamizing 
nod is signed by petitioners represent- 
ing four-lift lis in the nundier of feet 
of property abutting the line of Hie 
improvement, then the whole cost may 
be collected. The whole cost of such 
improvements shall not be assessed un- 
less the petition shall contain a state- 
ment to the effect that the whole cost 
may be collected. 

Par. -I. If the petition be for grad- 
ing only, and is signed by a majority 
in number and interest of the owners 
of property abtuting the line of the 
proposed improvement, a majority of 
the owners of undivided interest in 
any one piece of property to be deemed 
us one person, then the whole cost, or 
any part thereof, may be collected; and 
this Council in mtiking the assessment 
may provide for an equitable reduc- 
tion, not exceeding oiie-thinl from the 
frontage of all lots at street or other 
iniersect ions where, for any equitable 
cause, an assessment for the full front- 
age would lie unjust. 

Par. ."i. If any street is graded, 
curbed, paved or macadamized without 
a petition as provided in this section, 
then two-thirds of the cost niav be 
collected. 



TWENTY-THREE LICENSES DROP- 
PED IN COUNTY. 



Only Three Applicants From Lower 
Merion This Year. 



At the request of Xarberth Chamber i 
of Commerce we give below, for the in- I 
formation of owners of property on un- 
paved streets and others interested in 
the mutter, sections of the Borough 
Code bearing on this subject. 

Our present Council has adopted a 
policy of nut accepting for dedication 
unimproved streets. They cannot pave 
streets that are not dedicated, so that 
the same condition applies to any street 
that was not dedicated to the borough 
before the policy of our present Council 
was adopted. As the matter of record, 
there are no dedicated streets in the I 
borough at present that have not been j 
paved. ! 

General Borough Act. 

Chapter VI, Article 7, Section 4, Par. 
241: 

Upon the petition of the majority of 
property owners in interest and in 
number a.butting on the line of any pro- 
posed improvement, to be verified by 
the affidavit of tit least one of the peti- 
tioners, a majority in interest of own- 
.ers of undivided interests in any piece 
,of property to be treated as one person. 



When License Court sits next Mon- 
day at Xorristown it will have twenty- 
three less licenses to grant than ever 
before in its history, one year of al- 
leged prohibition having resulted in 
wiping out that many former places 
in the county during the past twelve 
mont lis. 

Despite this failure of twenty-three 
to renew and the untoward conditions 
now presented to the liquor industry, 
there still remains 15U applicants in 
Montgomery county for licenses to sell 
"brewed, malt, vinous or spirituous 
liquors.' ' 

These licenses are necessary, even in 
these days of alleged prohibition, un- 
der the Brooks law. and the decisions 
of the Stale courts to vend those 
liquids that come within the class of 
"brewed, malt, vinous or spirituous 
liquors." even though the alcoholic 
content of the same is less than one- 
half of one per cent., as provided by 
the A'olstead Act. The ban on lion- 
licensed sale of such liquids applies to 
all brands of "near beer," and it is 
thought by some it might also apply 
to grape juice, if a lest case were made, 
the Brooks law not specifying alco- 
holic content, but only forbidding the 
sale without a license within the State 
of " browed, malted, vinous or spirit- 
uous liquors." 

That the demands for such drinks 
is great enough to be profitable to 150 
men in this county is remarkable, but 
it apparently indicates that there are 
many men and women in the commun- 
ity who still enjoy the taste, even 
though they are deprived of the old- 
time kick. It is also altogether prob- 
able that many of the applicants are 
living in the hope that the recontly-

YOUNG MEN 



Burdened by the daily routine of our 
immediate affairs, few of us find time 
or develop inclinations for the consid- 
eration of such problems as that of the 
relation of our young men to the future. 
The trouble is that most of us have 
lixed a personal goal towards which we 
continually strive, and in our strivings 
are impatient with everything that does 
not bear directly upon the attainment 
of that goal. Wo get absorbed in the 
game, (all it anything you like, in- 
terest or ambition; give it all the val- 
ues it possesses, and still if will fall 
short of being justifiable if in the long 
run our absorption lends to retard the 
fruition of present tendencies towards 
increased material comforts and spirit- 
ual welfare. Besides, we can always 
play a bid I or game when we make it 
have a moaning beyond the mere ex- 
citement of the contest. In either case. 
the ultimate goal lies far beyond the 
end of the time of any of us now ac- 
tive in the affairs of the world, and it 
therefore becomes necessary for us to 
consider the young men about us — the 
heirs of tomorrow, the men who will 
be at the head of all'airs two decades 
from now. What docs the present gen- 
eral ion owe the next generation.' Sure- 
ly it owes more than it pays. Like 
every managing generation since the 
dawn of reason we are in the main 
unreasoning where youth is concerned. 
We are much more prolicient in criti- 
cism than in guidance. Our fault-iind- 
ing and impatience with mere exuber- 
ance is general — the least qualified crit- 
ics among us assume that young men 
ought not to be young, that they ought 
to be sedate and follow the examples 
of their elders. Worse still, those of 
us who remember that we were young 
once apparently have no incentive 
strong enough to induce us to bear with 
inexperience, or more especially with 
new ideas when presented by young 
men. 

Most of ns have the attitude towards 
young men that holds them responsible 
for their failure to burst, upon the world 
fully equipped with the knowledge 
which we ourselves have accumulated 
only after years of trial and error. Per- 
haps it is best that young men find out 
things for themselves, that they acquire 
the habit of self-reliance, but they are 
at least entitled to know what it is all 
about, or at least to know what we 
think it is all about. Certainly, if they 
are denied guidance in this particular, 
we need not be surprised if they take 
the wrong turn at some distant cross- 
road when theirs is the hand at fhe 
wheel. Then, too, we seldom remember 
that we are not handing them a world 
in which everything is in perfect order.

The new Maternity Wing at Bryn 
Mawr Hospital was opened on Thurs- 
day to serve for the time being in 
place of the large Maternity Hospital 
for which, plans were drawn. 

Over the signature of Mrs. James D. 
Winsor, President of the Board of Lady 
Visitors of Bryn Mawr Hospital, the 
following' explanatory statement was 
issued this week: 

The Board of Lady Visitors of the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital wish to announce 
to the Main Line that owing to the high 
cost of building, they have deferred 
erecting the large Maternity Hospital 
for which plans were drawn. 

On account of the urgent demand, 
however, a Maternity Wing has been 
built close to the present hospital at the 
cost of about $1(5,000. 

AVhen the permanent; hospital is built 
the trustees will take this wing for 
other purposes and will reimburse the 
ladies for their expenditures. 

This is a miniature hospital, but fully 
oquipped for the work. It will accom- 
modate four semi-private patients and 
four ward patients. 

As the running expenses of a Matern- 
ity Hospital are very great, it is hoped 
by the ladies that the ward patients 
will pay what they can afford toward 
the upkeep, although no suffering moth- 
er will ever be turned away on account 
of poverty.

THE AUTOCAR COMPANY IS FORG- 
ING AHEAD. 



Did §2,000,000 More Business in 1920 
Than in 1919. 

One of the biggest manufacturers of 
motor trucks, the Autocar Company, of 
Ardmorc, neither laid off employees 
during the last year nor suffered a loss 
in sales in the fall of 1920, and when 
the President of the company, David 
S. Ludluni, was asked if his company 
was hit by the reported stagnation of 
the auto industry, he said his company 
did $2,000,000 more net business in 
1920 than in 1919. This gain had prac- 
tically all been in the first six months 
of the year, but at the same time, he 
said, the Autocar Company did about 
the same business in the fall of 1920 
as in the fall of 1919. 

Mr. Ludlam believes the reason his 
company had boon able to keep up as 
good a volume of business in the fall 
as they did was because they distribute 
practically all their motor trucks 
through their own direct factory 
branches. Net profits for the year were 
$70,000 more than the previous year. 

As to the outlook, Mr. Ludlum has
